Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest, singularly or in combination at least the limitation of 
"depositing a second insulating material into said local interconnect; etching a third 
plurality of layer defining regions openings in said insulating layer for said resistive 
elements; sputter depositing a resistive material into said third said resistive elements; 
plurality of openings forming annealing said resistive elements and planarizing top 
surfaces of said resistive elements; forming second conductive studs contacting said 
first conductive studs; forming metal interconnects on top of said contact studs and said 
resistive elements; and forming a third metal conductor on top of said contact stud for 
said vertical transfer gate" for the method of forming a compact SRAM.
